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5. CITIZENS OPEN FORUM 

This matter was presented for consideration of the Board. 

Mr. Robert Radochia, 45 Columbia Road, returned to the Board with prior concerns expressed at the 6/4/07meeting. They 
are: 

-graffiti on US Postal boxes, fire alarm pull stations, stop signs, news boxes, bike path guardrails, playground storage 
containers, and trash barrels. 

-missing light poles in Arlington Center that have been replaced with orange cones. 

-faulty traffic lights with incorrect timing at Mystic Street, Pleasant St., and Mass. Ave. intersection crosswalks. 

-this next concern is a new item: enforcement of no parking in the fire lanes at the high school and the Boys & Girls Club. 
Mr. Hurd agreed to meet Mr. Radochia at the faulty traffic lights at Mystic Street with the incorrect timing. Mrs. Mahon 
asked Mr. Sullivan for a report from Chief Ryan regarding the campaign against graffiti. Mr. Hurd asked that the report 
include past offenses including both numbers and outcomes of the vandalisms.

Ms. LaCourt wants to discuss as a future agenda item a way during the warrant process to separate articles that can be handled by 
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way of process and procedure changes. 

Mr. Hurd moved that Ms. LaCourt be the official liaison for the Nagaokakyo Sister 
City. SO VOTED (4-0) 

Mr. Hurd announced that the Feast of the East Festival will be held this Saturday, June 7 th from 1-4 PM, rain date June 8 th . 

Ms. Rowe expressed an interest in meeting with the Disabilities Program more often especially regarding the Broadway Plaza and 
Massachusetts Avenue project.
